outstanding papular response* 


Embodied in all of Drewes* works is the sponteaeous* exuberant Joy that he 


feels toward ea amesing world# This enduring appreciation of nature was engendered by 
his parents -rad nurtured by his own participation in an outdoor German youth movement# 
“Whether his objective is the complexity of New lorkji the awesome thrust of the Cali-> 
fomia redwoods or the solitary architecture of an Ariaoaa mesa* Drewes reveals the 
essence of a work by merging his own visual experience with the Bauhaue concept of 
foamial design# He uses color, often clear primary colors, overlapped and combined into 
patterns to esq^ress his delight in pure vis\aai experience* 


fhe Print Club Publication fOP^Sf is constructed in five colors blue, yellow 


and grey with the orange accent of the sun and the black key block of the tree patterns# 
The theme is the fragmentation of light and color through the angular shapes of ever- 
greens and in this it is related to his woodcuts CaTHEDRAI^ OF THE REDWOODS and NORTHERN 
SWAIIP, . 


The exhibition contains one oil painting IN THE BLUE FOREST which served as 


a springboard for the v/oodcut design. Three large charcoal drawings, composition studies, 
further illustrate the artist's interest in woodland thanes betwean 1957 and 1959* 


The eachibition of Drewes* woodcuts is supplanaated by a group of sketchbook 


pages recording European and American journeys, They reveal another facet of Drewes* art, 
show the genesis of thanes developed more fully In other media and are in thanselves works 
of an irresistible charm and freshness. 


The recipient of some 19 art awards and the exhibitor of 39 one«^a.n shows in the 


United States, Europe and South Americ^, Drewes has worked in architecture, sculpture, 
textile design aid painting but has concentrated mainly on the graphic arts. He was a 
student of architecture and design with, among others, Kandinsky, Klee and Feinlnger and 
became devoted to the Bauhaus concept of design vdien he participated in that influential 
and short-lived German coimnunity. His talaits have lead him to teach at institutes, 
universities and federal programs. 

The exhibition, open free to the public, will consist of some SI works by Drewes, 
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
